The  Girls 

In  fall  they  greet  each  other  here, 
remark  on  one  another’s  clothes, 
describing  trips  abroad  and  near 
(for  they  have  seen  the  world,  God  knows), 
glance  outside  where  a  freshman  goes 
while  they  themselves  still  feel  the  same, 
although  the  pane's  reflection  shows 
the  women  that  the  Girls  became. 
They  crack  their  copies  of  Shakespeare, 
reciting  verses,  citing  prose. 

If  faces  have  become  severe, 
and  quilted  folds  bracket  a  nose, 
the  undimmed  eyes  resemble  those 
upon  the  walls  in  gilded  frame, 
regarding  the  serene  repose 
the  women  that  the  Girls  became. 
Those  portraits  witness  every  year 
that  moment  dream  and  dream  oppose, 
where  someone  glimpses  a  career 
beyond  the  whirl  of  proms  and  beaus, 
or  online  jokes,  or  painted  toes, 
and  sees  a  self  she  cannot  name- 
to  bluejeans  from  Edwardian  bows, 
the  women  that  the  Girls  became.
